Would it surprise you to learn that one of the most 
talked-about kitchens of 2015 was from the set of a 
Nancy Meyers film? Probably not. Over the years, 
we’ve come to expect great interiors and, in particular, 
inspired kitchens in the homes of her leading ladies. 

If you want to test your knowledge, take the quiz 
on the next page — see if you can name the six 
memorable kitchens featured in Meyers’ films 
over the last 30 years. 

Meyers’ latest dream kitchen belongs to her heroine, 
Jules Ostin, played by Anne Hathaway, in the 2015 
movie The Intern. It’s exactly the kitchen you’d expect 
to find in the perfectly renovated Brooklyn, N.Y., 
brownstone of a super successful dot-com 
entrepreneur and her young family. The renovation 
highlights the best of the house’s original Victorian 
architecture: high ceilings, hardwood floors, tall 
windows and a creamy marble mantel and 
chimneypiece on the feature wall of the kitchen. 
There’s the requisite big island topped with white 
honed marble, a farm-style, apron-front sink, 
industrial-style pendant lights and brushed stainless 
appliances. The walls in the prep area are clad in 
white subway tiles, and open shelving continued

All six kitchens in Meyers’ movies 
are very different from the others, and 
yet, we find ourselves dissecting each 
one and sourcing the elements that 
make up each signature style. So what is 
it about these kitchens that strikes a 
chord, and in particular this latest one? 
They’re all highly personal, and they 
perfectly suit each of Meyers’ heroines, 
while still managing to incorporate the 
biggest trends of the day. The kitchens 
in her earlier movies suited the chintz 
fabrics, botanical prints and French 
country furniture favoured by 
homemakers in the 1980s. Later, she 
adopted the more serious, professional- 
style appliances that debuted in the 
early ’90s, together with the Shaker- 
style custom cabinets and huge islands 
of the boomer generation. This latest 
kitchen looks like it comes from the 
pages of a hip home magazine and is 
designed to be the dream kitchen of 
millennials who have enough money to 
afford the latest appliances but are still 
on a budget — and who want the quirky 
charm of vintage, urban style. 

Many movies feature kitchen scenes 
in expensive rooms that have all the 
right parts — but most don’t come close 
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4. More charming than functional, this 
kitchen was a quaint example of English 
country cottage style in a romantic 
rural setting. 

5. The total opposite of number 4, this sleek, 
eat-in kitchen with dark wood cabinets 
and an airy blond prep table held the Zen 
appeal of modern L.A. style. 

6. This unfitted kitchen was about to be 
demolished, but it still inspired us with its 
chef-style, eclectic charm. The marble 
and ironwork table could have been the 
inspiration for Waterworks' new vintage- 
style prep table. 


to being the decor porn of a Meyers’ set. 
We fall in love with her kitchens 
because they incorporate details that 
are true to the lifestyle and taste of the 
characters who inhabit them. The 
rooms are beautifully decorated, 
dramatic yet relaxed, and always 
accessorized with a stylist’s eye. 

For The Intern, production designer 
Kristi Zea and set designer Susan Bode 
Tyson took extensive Pinterest boards 
Meyers had developed and translated 
them into the sophisticated, spirited 
kitchen belonging to Hathaway’s 
character. Inspired by the real-life 
Brooklyn brownstone belonging to 
Jenna Lyons, the creative director of 
J.Crew, Meyers asked for a kitchen that 
would feel right for a stylish young 
couple. Details like open shelving 
instead of overhead cupboards, white 
walls, blue-grey painted cabinets and 
window frames, vintage-style 
architect’s stools, a tall Sub-Zero fridge, 
contemporary drawings framed in 
blond wood and Moroccan rugs show 
her understanding of the current 
trends. It’s good to know that Meyers 
does the same homework we all do. It 
proves the point: there’s no shortcut to 
a kitchen worth coveting. USES

DESIGNER HOUMED ARJOMAND OF

I purchased this century-old four-bedroom semi in Toronto’s West End two years 
ago. Since I live alone, I decided to convert the principal bedroom into a second-floor 
sitting room. It’s the largest room and has a nice, bright bay window, so it made sense. 
I was inspired by the way artist and designer Tony Duquette played with colours and 
patterns. Duquette was a set and costume designer, and the first American artist with 
a one-man show at the Louvre, in 1951. He had an interesting sense of style and 
integrated a lot of old and new, which was how I approached the design of this space. I 
don’t like to commit myself to any specific style and I’m certainly not a minimalist, so 
if I see something I love, it’s going to find a spot in my home! 


1 Emerald green is one of my favourite colours 
and it's got a nice richness to it. This emerald 
sofa fabric is velvet so it's got a good lustre. 

I was in the Y&Co showroom and fell in love with this 
whimsical butterfly fabric on my accent pillow. 

It's Lulu DK's Dreamers Kelly Green for Schumacher, 
which is hand-blocked in England. I think the print 
plays off the emerald velvet nicely. 

I refinished this 1940s coffee table in 
black lacquer and added a glass top (which 
I painted the underside of) to really make it 
shine. The green of the sofa inspired me to display 
some Blue Mountain Pottery on the table — it was 
popular in the '60s and is the stuff you've seen for 
years at garage sales for 1 0 cents apiece. Next to 
the bowls are vintage Yves Saint Laurent cigarette 
boxes from the late '70s and early '80s. They're 
from a flea market and feel really unexpected! 

I love the colours on this 1970s silk scarf from 
Hermes, which was the inspiration behind 
the room's green scheme. I didn't want to do 
the typical thing by framing the scarf on a wall, so 
I draped it across this bench instead. I like that the 
delicate fabric is casually flowing over the sides. 

Lighting is another key element in the room. 
The chandelier is a Gaetano Sciolari from the 
1 970s, and I love that it's different from the 
rest of my decor. It's a mix of polished nickel and 
clear acrylic, and is slightly oversized for the space, 
which takes it from being simply a light source to a 
sculptural element. 


When it comes to mixing artwork, 
it has to suit the overall style of the 
room — not every room can take a 
variety of frames, for example. Because I 
used different furniture styles in this space, 
it made sense for the walls to reflect that, 
too. I chose Cecil Beaton prints from the 
1 930s and contemporary-style shots of a 
Japanese geisha for either side of the bay 
window. On the adjacent wall, I hung a 
French impressionist-style painting my 
father did when he was only 12 years old! 
Even though I've mixed quite a few styles, 
it doesn't feel jarring or mismatched. 

The pair of small glass waterfall tables 
felt like the perfect fit here. I had the 
long bench and black coffee table, so 
I didn't want to have another long element. 
They're smaller, so I can shift them around 
when I'm entertaining — I wanted the room 
to feel flexible and have a flow to it. 

7 Because I entertain a lot, having a 
variety of seating is key, and it's 
where I mixed eras and styles the 
most. I selected an Empire sofa (far right) 
from the early 1 800s, a French Louis XVI 
gilt chair and a barrel chair from the 
1980s, which I reupholstered in a blue 
wool suiting fabric with nailhead detailing. 
The statement zebra chair is another 
vintage find; it's from the 1950s.

H&H: What's the hardest design lesson 
you've had to learn? 

MSS: Fve learned a lot of really practical 
things, but the most important is to make 
sure rooms are flexible. I design spaces 
that can handle the big changes in 
someone’s life, like getting married 
or having children. 


H&H: What is the single biggest thing you 
hope people take away from your new 
book , The Curated House? 

MSS: I would love it if people were more 
adventurous with their own spaces. 
Houses are such fluid things — people 
move into them, they redo them, they sell 
them, they move away, they tear them 
down.... It’s so ephemeral that I think the 
idea of documenting certain ideas for a 
moment is really interesting. And in 20 
years, people will look at it and say, “Oh, 
that was great. Remember that house?” 
Because I do that! I look at old books from 
20 or 30 years ago and am inspired by 
what people were doing. 


DESIGNER PROFILE 


H&H: In the spirit of looking back , what do 
you hope people see in your work years 
from now? 

MSS: I hope my rooms have some elements 
that point to the time in which they were 
created, but I also want them to represent 
the people who inhabit them, their tastes 
and where they were in their lives. I want 
them to be timeless and classical. 


The first 
details his design roots and current influences via his Los Angeles home, Manhattan apartment and 
a desert retreat in Rancho Mirage, Calif.; the second showcases his most recent work, including a 
London townhouse and Malibu beach house. 






H&H: What else is inspiring you right now? 
MSS: I’m always going back to paintings by 
James Abbott McNeill Whistler — he’s known 
for very moody landscapes, and I love looking 
at ways to create that effect on the wall. 


H&H: We heard you worked on the look of the 
Oval Office in House of Cards — did you okay 
skipping the stripes? 

MSS: I did consult for the House of Cards team 
once. They followed their own drummer when 
creating the set, but it has the look and feel that 
Washington does. Madam Secretary uses stripes 
in their version of the Oval Office, though!

RECIPE FOR SUCCESS 

H&H DESIGN EDITOR KAI ETHIER’S 
BIG MOVES. 

1. IMPROVE FLOW: Removing a door and widening the 
opening between the front of the home and the kitchen 
gave the main floor better flow. Rather than getting rid 
of the wall entirely, Kai recommended keeping a section 
to help hide kitchen messes from the front of the home. 

2. INCORPORATE AN ISLAND: Kai and Aya Kitchens 
worked together on a floor plan for the kitchen, and 
managed to fit an island with plenty of deep drawers 
into the layout. It uses the same flat-door style as the 
rest of the walnut cabinetry, but a coat of crisp white 
paint, waterfall counter and tarnished-brass hardware 
make it look like a piece of statement furniture. 

3. BALANCE PRACTICAL AND PRETTY: Kai knew 
storage and a functional layout were key for this young 
family, but she also knew she could have some fun with 
finishes. A beautiful marble tile backsplash sets the tone 
for a space that doesn't take itself too seriously, and a 
handful of cherished possessions get pride of place on 
the open shelves. 4. ADD LIFE: Now that the kitchen is 
finally fit for family life, James can't wait to whip up his 
homemade lasanga, while Deirdre is looking forward to 
baking apple-whiskey cake and batches of muffins for 
Edie. "We couldn't ask for anything more," Deirdre says. 


A STATEMENT TILE Kai and Deirdre fell in love with this marble backsplash tile 
that looks like mermaid scales. "The walnut cabinets feel quite handsome, while 
the backsplash adds a pretty touch without being too girly," Kai says.

"But it's also 
important to create a sense of arrival, even in an 
open-concept house," she says. Natural hits, like 
huge Monstera leafs_and a turtle shell, enhance the 
home's quiet beauty. Console , Crate & Barrel;

HOUSE & HOME: We’ve featured 
your work many times , but this is 
a look we haven’t seen from you 
before. Has your approach changed 
or is this house simply a reflection 
of the homeowners’ tastes? 

NAM DANG-MITCHELL: I definitely 
went a little more clean and modern 
here, but that’s the great thing about 
collaboration. The homeowners, 
Amy and Ryan Goos, are full of 
energy, as are their two young kids. 
This was their first experience 
building a home, so we worked 
together to develop a modern 
farmhouse style that feels young and 
fresh, while also highlighting 
natural materials. 


H&H: Why do you think the gently 
rustic modern look has such staying 
power, and what’s the secret to 
making it feel new? 

NDM: We’re all craving authenticity 
— from farmers’ markets to 
handcrafted pieces — and we 
certainly don’t want to walk into a 
basic builder-grade house with no 
personality. My challenge was to add 
layers of old world texture atop the 
drywall, whether it was the applied 
panelling in the dining room or the 
glazed brick in the kitchen. If the 
envelope has character, you can be 
more spare with the furnishings. 

In terms of making it feel fresh, 

I paired cerused white oak flooring 
and cabinetry with blackened-steel 
interior windows, and included 
some mid-century modern 
furnishings for edge. 


H&H: That kitchen is a showstopper! 
What was your inspiration? 

NDM: The kitchen is right in the 
centre of the home, and there’s no 
exterior wall, so the challenge was 
to make it feel bright — that’s why 
we chose the light wood flooring 
and cabinetry. I designed an interior 
window to allow light to flow in 
from the office, but I had to be 
careful, because interior windows 
can be cheesy. If this were the 
’ 80 s, we’d be putting in glass brick! 
Instead, this metal-framed window 
added an industrial feeling, and also 
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This lounge off the front hall is Amy's favourite place to read or 
have coffee with friends. "Ryan got a big garage, and I got my 
reading nook/' she says. Iconic Fornasetti wallpaper draws the eye 
to the cosy niche, and furniture and accessories in different styles 
give the space a rich, collected look.

H&H: Speaking of the shower ; 
it’s massive — definitely a focal 
point Was that a tough sell? 
NDM: Surprisingly, no. Ryan 
and Amy loved the mix of 
metal and marble, and how the 
materials referred back to the 
kitchen. I hear that their kids 
play in there and pretend it’s 
a jail! 


H&H: There’s not a lot of colour 
in this young family’s home. 

Why is that? 

NDM: It’s true. Colour is a 
problem for me — I just can’t do 
it. I think people who gravitate 
toward neutrals aren’t afraid of 
colour; they’re actually extra 
sensitive to it. Also, colour has 
to make sense. If you’re Diana 
Vreeland and your whole living 
room is red, there’s a reason for 
that. Luckily, the homeowners I 
work with check out my portfolio 
before they hire me, and they 
know I work with the shades of 
nature, like greys and browns. 
Blue is the only colour I can 
commit to, and I’ve used some 
blue in this home. 


H&H: You’re not afraid to play 
with negative space by leaving a 
wall blank or a shelf empty. 

How did you find the right 
balance here? 

NDM: Ryan, Amy and I agreed 
that we like a room to feel open- 
ended, like you could continue 
adding items or taking them 
away. It’s a fine line, because you 
don’t ever want a room to feel 
unfinished, but there’s a big 
difference between minimal and 
plain. Ultimately, a room is like 
an outfit: If someone is trying too 
hard, it’s no longer stylish. 
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ABOVE: The walk-in pantry was a place to add drama. "We gave this tiny utility space its 
own graphic hit/' says Nam of the high-contrast cement tiles. The glass door makes it feel 
roomier and puts the tiles in the sight line. "Ryan likes to have countertop appliances out, 
and I like to put them away, so this is a compromise," says Amy. "The kitchen looks tidy, but 
we still have easy access to these appliances. I also wanted a second sink, but preferred to 
keep the island clear."

H&H: This was your first experience 
building a home. What were you 
hoping to achieve? 

AMY GOOS: Open, bright and 
contemporary without being super 
modern, and something our family 
could grow with. We loved Nam’s ideas 
from the start. The day she came over 
to plan the palette, she dashed in the 
door, handed me the mudroom tiles, 
and headed back out to her car, and 
I turned to Ryan and said, "I don’t 
know where she wants to put these, 
but I love them!” 


H&H: What's your favourite element 
in that dream kitchen? 

AG: The way the island is made to 
look like it’s carved out of a solid piece 
of marble. And the metal-framed 
window. It opens up, and the kids 
pretend it’s a drive-through! 


H&H: Do you do a lot of entertaining? 
AG: We hosted about 50 people for 
Ryan’s 40th birthday last summer. Of 
course, they all ended up gathering in 
the kitchen and dining area. It was 
totally perfect — just like we imagined.

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OME HOUSES CAPTURE everyone’s hearts, fuelling design dreams with the quintessential 
idea of home. A generation ago, we coveted the white-picket fence in the suburbs, then a well- 
appointed country house (thanks, Martha). Our aspirations turned next to an urban loft, 
with rustic beams and exposed red brick. Today’s design circles have honed in on the stately 
mouldings and sky-high ceilings of the New York brownstone. These rowhouses have it all, 
including the big city at their perfectly symmetrical doorsteps. 

There have been plenty of examples to lust after. Pinterest remains full-to-bursting with photos 
of J.Crew creative director Jenna Lyons’ former Park Slope pile, which was overhauled anew by it-firm Roman and 
Williams after she sold it to a couple in 2012 for $4 million. Vogue favourite and landscape 
architect Miranda Brooks has a garden complete with a bunny hutch on the roof of her four- storey 
Boerum Hill brownstone. And then there are the celebrity examples — Sarah Jessica Parker, 

Julianne Moore, Neil Patrick Harris, Keri Russell — each residence worthy of the glossy pages they 
fill, all beautiful reminders of the value of great bones. But it’s a star of another sort that has 
created the epitome of this new paradigm. One of the leading voices in the DI Y world is blogger- 
turned-design darling Francesca Connolly, co-founder of the successful website Remodelista. Her 
1870 home showcases her own personalized and pared-back style, but it also captures the new 
simplicity that’s sweeping the style Zeitgeist — a perfect pairing of dazzling and demure, curated 
and undone, vintage and modern. She bought the Brooklyn Heights property 19 years ago with her 
husband and converted it from nine warren-like apartments into a duplex. Several years later, they 
returned the house to its original glory as a single-family dwelling. At 26 feet wide, it’s a sweet 
piece of New York real estate and the finest object of our collective desire. Clearly, there is an art to 
living in a brownstone, one that Francesca has mastered. Let’s look around, shall we? 


WHY IS IT CALLED 
A BROWNSTONE? 

Many people use the term to refer to 
New York townhouses in general. 

More accurately it's a brick rowhouse 
that's fronted by brown sandstone 
most likely quarried in Portland, Conn. 
Brownstone became popular when the 
Romantic movement made darker 
materials fashionable. Before then, 
granite, marble and limestone were 
the materials of choice. By 1860, 
brownstone was changing the face of 
New York's streets.

Lofty Doors 

The entry’s extra-tall arched doors are typical 
of New York’s prettiest mid- to late-19th- 
century rowhouses and make a formidable 
first impression. F rancesca put the home’s 
latest renovation into the hands of architect 
Steven Harris. Working together with his 
partner, interior designer Lucien Rees 
Roberts, he restored and modernized the five- 
storey house, even recreating the front stoop 
based on a historic photo of the brownstone 
from the 1930s. Inside, a curvy light fixture by 
Alvar Aalto mimics the lines of the doorway. A 
vintage bench covered in mohair, large mirror 
and floating shelf balance the space with sleek 
straight lines.

Heavenly Hearths 

Homeowners lucky enough to still have a 
brownstone’s original mantels — and pockets deep 
enough to restore them if they’ve been painted 
or damaged — are instantly gifted a regal focal 
point. In the front parlour (brownstone speak for 
“living room”), the original carved-marble mantel 
was paired with an ornate chandelier — a vintage 
Broadway prop — and plays to the room’s traditional 
role as a formal entertaining space. To balance this 
grandeur, comfortable, low-lying furniture like a sofa 
upholstered in grey mohair ensure the parlour is an 
inviting place to plop down with a book or doze in the 
afternoon sun. Leather chair. Knoll; artwork (above fireplace) 
by Lucien Rees Roberts; rug, Tai Ping Carpets; vessels (on mantel), 
Amanda Moffat Pottery; coffee table. Ochre. 



DISPLAY ARTISTS 

Francesca's brownstone boasts six fireplaces, all 
original. She uses them as elaborate bases for fine art 
and expertly edited displays of objets.

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Marvellous Mouldings 

Even die-hard minimalists get a little weak in the knees at the sight of a brownstone’s 
original plaster mouldings. When the shell of a room is that refined, the furniture doesn’t 
need to work too hard or be too plentiful. Steven and Lucien looked to the weighty scale of 
the original cornices and mouldings, but simplified their designs for additional millwork 
in order to create cleaner lines. The dining room’s industrial-style windows and door were 
put in in the earlier renovation and create an arresting contrast to the historic details. 



Wow Woodwork 

Crisp white walls let the handsome wood 
wainscotting and carved banister steal the spotlight 
in the hallways. Luckily, during the brownstone’s 
transformation to a nine-unit apartment, the 
original woodwork was preserved. Glimpses of 
it can also be stolen from the front parlour and 
kitchen, as Steven opened up the layout for a lighter, 
airy look that’s still historically authentic. Once 
upon a time, sliding wood pocket doors would have 
closed olf the front parlour and dining room. 






Galley Kitchen 

It might seem surprising to build a narrow kitchen in a house 
so graciously sized, but having it on the parlour level better 
suited the kitchen’s current role as the hub of the home. When 
the house was built, the kitchen would have been located on the 
garden level. "But then you end up spending most of your time 
on the darkest bottom floor,” says Francesca of her decision to 
relocate it to this spot, which likely just held a butler’s pantry in 
its heyday. The design is resolutely modern, with sleek Corian 
cabinets, Statuario marble counters and walls swathed in 
Thassos marble tiles. It’s a sea of clean, calming white warmed 
by mid-toned wood floors and a wall of leaded glass leading to 
the patio. Range , hood. Viking; sink fittings, Dornbrocht. 
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Soaring Ceilings 

The idolization of the brownstone is due in no small part to its vertigo -inducing ceilings. 
Steven pinpoints their peak at 14' — high enough to make changing a lightbulb a small act of 
bravery, even on the upper floors. The principal bedroom still feels cosy though, thanks to pale 
blue walls (a 60-40 mix of Benjamin Moore’s Glass Slipper, 1632, and Cloud White, OC-130) 
and a velvet-covered chaise nestled next to the fireplace. Chaise , Lost City Arts.

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Vast Windows 

If natural light is a home’s most flattering asset, it’s no 
wonder brownstones have become a favourite location 
for everything from film to fashion shoots. Windows deep 
enough for louvered shutters to fold neatly into the frame 
fill rooms with sunshine. In one of the smaller bedrooms, 
a platform bed, set low, preserves the window’s full view. 
Sheepskin (on chair), Ikeo. 


Room to Adapt 

Modern updates give elegant bones 
a cool edge. The result is a home 
that doesn’t exactly mimic the style 
of an era, but interprets it for today. 
Luxury fittings in the principal 
bathroom continue this system of 
checks and balances. Expanded 
to fill a spare room, the bathroom 
is big enough to fit a generous, 
glassed-in shower. A metal frame 
gives it a tailored look, while glass 
panels let in plenty of light. Thassos 
marble tiles cover the walls, and 
more patterned Statuario marble is 
used on the floor.

I T ALL STARTED WITH a dinner party. 
When a mutual friend invited Laura 
Arrell to a gathering at the home of 
designer Rachel Fox, of Renard & Co., 
Laura immediately connected to its 
tailored contemporary-classic form. "It 
perfectly captured my sense of style and 
encompassed what I one day hoped to achieve 
in my home,” says Laura. 

So when she and her husband, Erik Joyal, 
decided to update their 3,300 -square-foot 
midtown Toronto house a few years later, they 
knew precisely who to call. With Rachel’s 
signature look fresh in their minds, they 
quickly settled on the perfect design 
direction: a mix of classic silhouettes and luxe 
offerings, offset by a few contemporary 
elements that exude warmth and comfort. 

When they purchased their home in 2007, 
it had an existing addition on the back with a 
new kitchen and family room, but only part of 
the basement was dug out, and the second 
floor was mostly untouched. With a growing 
brood — they now have three kids, ages 10, 7 
and 1 — the family needed extra space and a 
more functional design. They toyed with the 
idea of moving, but ultimately decided their 
house had the requisite stay-put ingredients: 
good bones, friendly neighbours and a great 
location. So redesign and reno it was. 

To start, Rachel tasked architectural firm 
Bldg Workshop with creating a refined, open- 
concept home with ample space for the kids. 

The entire house, built in 1910, was stripped 
to the studs, and doorways were raised to

A 1970s HOME IN MEXICO GETS A MOD UPDATE WHEN WRITER 
BARBARA SGROI AND HER HUSBAND LEAVE CANADA FOR 

YEAR-ROUND SUN AND SAND. Photography by TARA SG RO I 

B e careful what you wish for," I thought to myself as my husband, Alex, and I pulled out of the 
driveway of our Fergus, Ont., house in 2012 headed for Ajijic, Mexico. Hitched to the car was a 
trailer crammed with all that was left of our life in Canada. We had sold our beloved home and 
were driving down to sign the deed on a house I had fallen head over huaraches for. Restless for 
change and a refuge from winter, we had discovered the beautiful little former fishing village 
through friends, and after spending five balmy winters there, decided to make it our year-round home. The 
place I’d found was a rarity in this rustic part of the world: a mid-century modern diamond-in-the-rough. 

But in real estate, as in life, things don’t always turn out the way you hoped. After a long four-day drive, we 
arrived in Ajijic and learned that our final offer was refused, leaving us homeless. 

Faced with a packed trailer and nowhere to unload it, we scrambled to find our next dream home in a 
hurry. Alex, an Italian-born chef, and I, a fashion and design writer, had been happy wanderers over the 
years, buying, decorating and selling houses as easily as most people change their socks.

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There was the modern Italian villa near 
Milan, the Victorian cottage in Toronto 
I filled with Colefax and Fowler chintz, 
a 300 -year-old French farmhouse on the 
outskirts of Tours that inspired our 
collection of copper pots, a Victorian 
Gothic farmhouse in southern Ontario 
decked out in buffalo plaid, a 1973 
Airstream and, finally, the townhouse we 
had now left. I enjoy the process of starting 
over — of planning, dreaming and ferreting 
out the finishes and furnishings that 
transform an empty house into a home. The 
move to Mexico was a welcome challenge, 
but finding another house wasn’t easy. 

We were beginning to panic when, three 
anxiety-filled days later, our real-estate 
agent found our unicorn. "Is this what 
you’re looking for?” she asked as we stared 
in happy disbelief at our hearts’ desire: a 
two-bedroom, 3,500-square-foot home 
built in 1975 complete with a guesthouse, 
pool, garden and spectacular view of Lake 
Chapala. I have long believed there is a 
certain destiny to real estate; you may not 
get the house you think you want, but you’ll 
get the one you need. This house was bigger 
and had all the advantages of indoor- 
outdoor living. With our children scattered 
(our son, William, lives in Toronto, and our 
daughter, Tara, and her son, Lupo, 8, are in 
New York), the extra space would make 
them and friends feel comfortable during 
their holidays here. It didn’t matter that the 
stucco walls were a retina-searing shade of 
orange or that the kitchen was compact; 

I knew we’d be happy here — I just needed 
to get my hands on a lot of white paint! For 
this house, I wanted a calm, neutral vibe. 
Mexico is filled with bright colours and 
lively music; minimal decor and a spare 
palette would bring some balance. 

A move is the perfect excuse to pair new 
treasures with long-loved pieces. The 
furniture we carted from Canada coexists 
with items bought locally, creating a very 
personal mix that feels like home — so 
much so that when we designed Alex’s 
Pasta Bar, the Italian restaurant my 
husband opened in Ajijic last year, we 
simply duplicated our home’s decor. The 
last three years have been an amazing 
evolution. Now, our home is a happy 
collision of who we were and who we’ve 
become: style magpies without regret, 
ready to make room for something new.

Fiorelli with Rapini, Garlic 
and Olive Oil 

SERVES 4 

If you can't find fluted-edge fiorelli pasta, 
choose a different short pasta that has lots 
of nooks and crannies for the flavours to 
tuck into. The bitterness of the rapini is a 
classic combination with garlic, olive oil and 
anchovies. If you prefer things extra spicy, 
add another V 2 tsp of dried chilis. 

PREP TIME: 30 minutes 
TOTAL TIME: 40 minutes 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 
1 bunch rapini , about 1 lb. 

12 oz. dried fiorelli or other short pasta 
1/2 cup + 1 tbsp olive oil 
3 A cup finely chopped shallots 
4 large garlic cloves , thinly sliced 
1 tbsp anchovies , finely chopped 
V 2 tsp dried chilis 
V2 cup white wine 
1 tbsp chopped capers 
1 cup grated Parmesan 
1 cup toasted breadcrumbs (recipe below) 

BLANCH RAPINI 

1. Bring large pot of salted water to boil. 

2 . Wash, trim and discard bottom 1 " of 
rapini stem. Drop rapini into boiling water 
and cook 1 to 2 minutes until tender-crisp. 
Transfer rapini from pot using slotted 
spoon and let drain in colander, leaving 
water in pot. Immediately rinse rapini under 
cold water to stop cooking. Reserve in 
colander and let drain fully. 

COOK PASTA 

1. Drop pasta in same salted, boiling water 
and cook until al dente, about 8 to 1 0 
minutes. Scoop 2 cups pasta water into 
separate bowl and set aside. Drain pasta 
and reserve. 


MAKE SAUCE 

1. Heat V 2 cup oil in large 12" skillet over 
medium heat. Add shallots and cook 5 
minutes or until tender. Add garlic, 
anchovies and chilis and cook 1 minute. 
Increase heat to medium-high. When 
mixture is at heavy simmer, add wine and 
bring to boil. Cook until wine is mostly 
cooked off, about 2 minutes. 

2 . Pour IV 2 cups reserved pasta water into 
skillet and bring back to boil. Cook until 
liquid is reduced by half, 6 to 8 minutes. 
Squeeze excess water from rapini and chop. 
Stir chopped rapini into pan with capers 
and cook until heated through. 

FINISH AN D SERVE PASTA 

1. Add pasta to skillet and toss to coat. Add 
more reserved pasta water if needed, 1 
tbsp at a time, up to V2 cup. Remove pan 
from heat. Add Parmesan, remaining olive 
oil and breadcrumbs, and toss until pasta is 
coated. Season with salt and pepper to 
taste. 

2 . Divide pasta between plates or bowls 
and garnish with more breadcrumbs before 
serving, if desired. 

Toasted Breadcrumbs 

MAKES 2 CUPS 

Everything tastes better with a crunchy 
breadcrumb topping. This recipe adds 
garlic and herbs for an extra flavour kick. 

Go ahead and make a double batch — 
they'll keep for up to 1 month in the fridge 
when stored in an airtight container. 

100 g day-old white bread , torn into pieces 
3 tbsp olive oil 
1 tsp finely chopped garlic 
1 tbsp chopped parsley 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

CHOP BREAD 

1. Place bread in food processor and whirl 
until pieces are crumb-sized or finely chop. 

COOK AND FLAVOUR CRUMBS 

1. Heat medium-size skillet over medium 
heat. Add oil, then breadcrumbs and cook, 
stirring constantly, until golden and crispy, 
about 4 minutes. Add garlic and cook for 1 
more minute. Remove from heat, and stir in 
parsley. Season with salt and pepper. 



Mac and Cheese with 
Kale Chip Crust 

SERVES 6 

Kale chips are the ultimate crispy, crunchy 
topping to mac and cheese. And this 
recipe makes extra, so you'll have more 
to snack on later. 

PREP TIME: 35 minutes 
TOTAL TIME: 75 minutes 

Kale Chips 

1 bunch curly kale 

2 tbsp olive oil 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

Mac and Cheese 

1 lb. dried macaroni 
Z3 cup unsalted butter 
V3 cup all-purpose flour 

3 cups warm whole milk 

2 cups grated Gruyere 

2 cups grated aged white Cheddar 
2 tsp Dijon mustard 
Pinch cayenne pepper 
Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

MAKE KALE CHIPS 

1. Arrange racks in upper and lower thirds of 
oven. Preheat to 325°F. Line 2 baking sheets 
with parchment paper. 

2 . Remove and discard stems from kale, 
leaving ribs and leaves intact. Rinse leaves 
then pat dry, removing all water. 

3 . Spread kale over lined baking sheets in 
single layer. Drizzle with olive oil, then rub oil 
in with hands to coat kale evenly. Season with 
salt and pepper. 

4 . Bake 10 minutes. Rotate sheets and bake 
10 to 12 more minutes or until chips are dry, 
crispy and evenly baked. Remove from oven 
and reserve. Increase oven heat to 375° F. 
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COOK PASTA 

1. Bring large pot of salted water to boil. Drop 
pasta in boiling water and cook until al dente, 
about 8 to 1 0 minutes. Scoop 1 cup pasta 
water into a bowl and set aside. Drain pasta 
and reserve. 

MAKE SAUCE 

1. To make roux, melt butter in 12" skillet over 
medium-high heat. When butter starts to 
foam, stir in flour and cook until flour starts to 
have nutty aroma and turns light brown, 
about 2 minutes. 

2. Gradually whisk in warm milk and reserved 
1 cup pasta water. Continue cooking, stirring 
constantly to prevent burning, until sauce 
thickens, about 5 minutes. 

3. Remove pan from heat. If sauce is lumpy, 
pour through a sieve. Stir in cheeses until 
smooth. Stir in Dijon and cayenne pepper. 
Season to taste with salt and lots of pepper. 

FINISH AND SERVE PASTA 

1. Add cooked noodles to skillet and stir until 
evenly coated. Transfer to oven and cook 30 
minutes or until golden and bubbling. 

2. Remove from oven. Lay whole kale chips 
overtop. Reserve extra kale chips for snacks. 
Serve pasta in skillet, cracking through kale 
chips to scoop into bowls. 



Pappardelleal Limone with 
Zucchini Ribbons and Shrimp 

SERVES 4 

Preserved lemon adds a nice hit of salty 
brininess against the fresh lemon juice. You 
can buy them at most grocery stores. Make 
this dish vegetarian by omitting the shrimp 
and adding in one extra zucchini. 

PREP TIME: 20 minutes 
TOTALTIME: 30 minutes 


V2 cup + 2 tbsp olive oil plus more for garnish 
V2 cup freshly squeezed lemon juice 
2 tbsp chopped preserved lemon 

1 tbsp lemon zest , plus more for garnish 

2 yellow zucchini 

1 6 large shrimp (size 3 1 -40), peeled 
and deveined 
12 oz. fresh pappardelle 
V2 cup grated Parmesan, plus more 
for garnish 
V3 cupricotta 

Kosher salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

MIX LEMON SAUCE INGREDIENTS 

1. Whisk V2 cup olive oil with lemon juice, 
preserved lemon and lemon zest in medium- 
size bowl and set aside. 

MAKE ZUCCHINI RIBBONS 

1. Slice off and discard zucchini ends. Using 
a vegetable peeler, peel zucchini into long 
ribbons, turning zucchini as needed. Reserve. 

SAUTE SHRIMP 

1. Heat 1 tbsp olive oil in 12" skillet over 
medium heat. Add shrimp and cook 2 to 
3 minutes per side or until pink and 
cooked through. 

2. Transfer cooked shrimp to plate 
and reserve. 

HEAT SAUCE AND SAUTE ZUCCHINI 

1. Bring large pot of salted water to a boil. 

2. Add lemon sauce mixture to skillet. When it 
begins to simmer, add zucchini and cook 
gently for 2 minutes until al dente. 

FINISH AND PLATE PASTA 

1. Drop pappardelle pasta into boiling water 
and cook for 1 to 2 minutes or until 

al dente. 

2. Scoop V2 cup pasta water into a bowl and 
set aside. 

3. Drain pasta, then add to skillet with lemon 
sauce and zucchini and toss to coat. Return 
shrimp to pan to reheat. Remove pan from 
heat and toss in Parmesan and ricotta. 
Continue tossing pasta, adding reserved 
pasta water 1 tablespoon at a time, as 
needed, to loosen sauce, up to V2 cup. Drizzle 
with remaining 1 tbsp olive oil and toss 
together. Season with salt and lots of freshly 
cracked black pepper. 


4. Divide pasta between plates or bowls and 
garnish with lemon zest, more Parmesan and 
a drizzle of olive oil before serving. 



Whole Wheat Spaghetti with 
Mushrooms and Chili Paste 

SERVES 4 

The nuttiness of the whole wheat spaghetti 
plays beautifully off the spice of the 
gochujang (Korean chili paste, at Korean or 
Asian grocery stores) and richness of the 
pancetta in this big-flavour pasta. Continue 
tossing the spaghetti in the final stages of this 
recipe, adding in pasta water and olive oil 
until the noodles are glossy. 

PREP TIME: 25 minutes 
TOTAL TIME: 40 minutes 

V3 cup olive oil, divided 
1 cup chopped pancetta ( about 1 00 g) 

300 g shiitake mushrooms, stems 
discarded, sliced 

200 g enoki mushrooms, bottom 1 " 
discarded, separated 
1 cup finely chopped white onions 

1 tbsp finely chopped garlic 

2 tbsp gochujang 

2 tbsp balsamic vinegar 
1 cup water 

1 cup canned or jarred crushed tomatoes 

2 tbsp fish sauce 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper

> TAPE OFF CANDLES 

Wrap painter's tape in 
stripes around white, 
straight-edged candles.

2 > PREP WAX 

Melt 4 blocks of paraffin 
wax in a small stainless 
steel bowl. To prevent 
wax from burning, create 
a double boiler on the stove (i.e. set 
the steel bowl over a pot of boiling 
water) and set temperature to 
medium-low. Stir occasionally 
until melted. 




3 < ADD DYE AND 
POUR WAX INTO 
TRAY Add liquid candle 
dye to melted paraffin 
wax using eyedropper to 
control the depth of colour, and stir 
well to mix. I used about 3 A of a 15 mL 
bottle to get the desired vibrancy. 

(It worked out to about 31/2 mL per 
block of wax.) Carefully pour wax into 
disposable baking tray. Prop tray up 
on one side (see right ) to create a 
trough on one side with enough 
depth to dip candle.

m \ I'd like to redecorate my 
I m staircase, including the upper 
landing and outdoor porch 
(visible through glass doors at 
the top of the stairs). Any ideas on how 
I can update them? — C.B., via email 

A I love how much potential your 

staircase has. It doesn’t need a major 
overhaul, just a few updates to 
brighten it up and make it more inviting. 

Hardwood flooring and treads bring a 
sense of refinement to a staircase. If you have 
hardwood under your current carpeting, pull 
up the rug and refinish the wood and treads 
beneath. If you don’t, make an investment and 
have them installed. A medium-brown oak 
finish will bring real warmth to the space. 

The generous width of the staircase will 
allow you to add a runner and still see a nice 
amount of hardwood on either side. Take a cue 
from the Inspiration image and choose an eye- 
catching runner, then add stair rods for an 
extra hit of detail and character. 

Your current wall colour works well, but 
the handrails stand out too much. Here’s an 


easy fix: Paint the handrails the same colour 
as your walls, and they’ll blend in seamlessly. 

Staircases are great spaces to display a 
collection of artwork or family photos. A gallery 
like the one shown will have a big impact. 
Choose a variety of frame sizes, matting styles 
and finishes that relate to one another, and 
hang the pieces along both walls. 

You don’t have enough headroom for a 
hanging light fixture like the one in the 
Inspiration image, but a pair of decorative 
flush-mounts will add just as much flair. 

Install one above your entrance landing and 
another one on your second-floor landing. 

Lastly, set a pair of handsome rattan lounge 
chairs on the balcony to carry the sight line up 
the stairs and outside, and frame the view with 
reverse pinch-pleat drapes that skim the floor 
in a fun print that complements the runner.
